Tuesday afternoon from 1 
to 4:30 is baby day at the 
Outpatient Clinic in the Sta¬ 
tion Hospital Dispensary. Ex¬ 
pectant mothers whose hus¬ 
bands are enlisted men of the 
first three grades, officers, or 
warrant officers of this camp 
may receive obstetrical care 
at the clinic. 

Wives of enlisted men of the 
last three grades (privates, cor¬ 
porals and buck sergeants) are 
entitled to care by civilian phys¬ 
icians at the expense of the gov¬ 
ernment in accordance with the 
Emergency Maternity and Infant 
Care Program. 

All patients delivered by med¬ 
ical officers of this camp are 
taken to the Riverside Commu¬ 
nity Hospital for delivery. How¬ 
ever, after the baby has been de¬ 
livered, postnatal medical serv¬ 
ice at the Dispensary is available 
for both the mother and infant 
irrespective of the grade or rank 
of the service man. 

The Hospital Dispensary is 
open 24 hours daily and medical 
service for any type of disability 
is available to dependents of 
service men of this post.

“Not just the best trained or the best equipped soldier, but the 
best informed soldier in the world.”

Seven years ago Mrs. Thelma 
Nash’s husband, a barber, bet she 
couldn’t learn to cut hair. She 
took up his wager and today is 
a better barber than he is, ac¬ 
cording to the consensus of the 
men barbers who work with her 
at the camp barber shop. Mother 
of four children, Mrs. Nash does 
not have to barber for a living, 
bpt she loves her trade so much 
she likes to maintain her tech¬ 
nique by helping out here in 
camp.

HOW LITTLE LINDA 
MENDED THE WORLD 


Irving Hoffman of “Hollywood 
Reporter” tells the following 
story about Charles Einfeld of 
Warner Bros, and his little 
daughter Linda: 

Hoping for an hour of quiet 
one recent Sunday afternoon Ein¬ 
feld tore from the newspaper a 
map of the world, sliced it into 
odd shaped pieces and set little 
Linda to “put the world together 
again.” Five minutes later Linda 
was back with the job completed. 

“How did you get the world to¬ 
gether again so quickly?” asked 
Papa Einfeld. 

“It was easy,” replied little 
Linda,” I turned the pieces over 
and on the other side I saw a 
picture of a man. I just put the 
man together right and when the 
man was right the whole world 
was right!” 


The eyes of the free world are 
fixed confidently on two cities 
this week—as are the eyes of the 
fascist world, minus the confi¬ 
dence. In San Francisco the cur¬ 
tain is rising on the first act of 
a united world dissentangling it¬ 
self from the menace of fascism. 
In Berlin the curtain is dropping 
on the proposed world center of 
fascism, the capital of an order 
which Cpl. Hitler boasted would 
endure for 1000 years. 

Latest reports indicate that Ber¬ 
lin may not endure many more 
days. Marshal Zhukov’s First 
White Army, which broke into 
the city from both the north and 
east, now has penetrated into the 
center of the capital and has cap¬ 
tured half of its area. At the same 
time, Marshal Konev’s First 
Ukrainian Army has entered Ber¬ 
lin’s suburbs from the south, after 
knifing over 100 miles across the 
central Reich to the Elbe river. 
Konev’s forces are reported in 
Potsdam. Moreover, the Red arm¬ 
ies have succeeded in completing 
the encirclement of Berlin. The 
Nazi forces fighting within the 
city are trapped. 

Perhaps Hitler and Goebbels 
likewise are trapped within their 
capital. German propaganda 
would have the world believe 
that these two Nazi leaders still 
are leading ferocious Nazi resist¬ 
ance within Berlin. But also by 
their own accounts, the Nazis cur¬ 
rently are meeting with bullets 
aimed by fellow Germans. 

JUNCTURE NEARS 

Meantime, the central sector of 
the battle is the scene of the an¬ 
ticipated meeting of American and 
Soviet fighting men—a dramatic 
juncture which probably will be 
announced in the next few days. 

Farther south, three Allied 
armies are heightening the pres¬ 
sure against the approaches to 
Germany’s Alpine redoubt. Gen¬ 
eral Patch’s Seventh Army has 
swept across the Danube at a 
new point west of Ulm after over¬ 
running Ulm itself. This makes 
the third crossing of that river 
by Allied troops. The Seventh 
Army is within 50 miles of Mu¬ 
nich. And General Patton’s Third 
Army has penetrated to within 
100 miles of the enemy hideout 
in Berchtesgaden. 

The Soviets, too, are driving 
hard toward the Alpine redoubt. 
The German High Command is 
authority for a statement that the 
Red Army has streaked half way 
across central Austria to sweep 
within 89 miles of Berchtesgaden 
and within 155 airline miles of 
the Third Army Yanks. 

MASSACRE 

Still farther south, one of the 
biggest massacres of German arm¬ 
or in the Italian campaign is 
underway in the triangle between 
Bologna, encircled Ferrara and 
the Po river. The Nazis are try¬ 
ing to get across the stream, hut 
they are being crowded right up 
to its southern bank by the Fifth 
and Eighth armies. To the west, 
First Army Yanks are closing, in 
on the big port of La Spezia. 

American land drives in the 
Pacific, however, are being held 
to minor gains by suicidal Japa¬ 
nese holed up in caves. There has 
been just one exception. Yank 
infantrymen! fighting out of the 
swamps of the southern Philip¬ 
pines have gained 30 miles and 
captured Kabacan, the most im¬ 
portant road junction on Min¬ 
danao island. “The enemy’s forc¬ 
es on Mindanao are now split in 
two, with his northern garrisons 
isolated from those in the south,” 
General MacArthur has an¬ 
nounced. 

DESPERATE STAND 

The 8000 yard battleline 
stretched across Okinawa is near 
two Jap airfields on the east and 
west coasts, but some 60,000 Nips 
massed for a desperate stand in 
the rugged terrain have effective¬ 
ly slowed the American drive by 
troops of the 7th, 27th and 69th 
divisions. An enemy artillery bar¬ 
rage has pinned down the 96th 
division in the center of the Oki¬ 
nawa line, and the 7th and 27th 
divisions are making slow pro¬ 
gress down the coasts, using 
flame-throwers under the sup¬ 
port of big guns. 


Admiral Nimitz, who recently 
paid Okinawa a two day visit, 
says the island will be developed 
into a bigger and better base than 
American commanders had 
dreamed possible. The Admiral 
also states that the Japanese now 
are losing aircraft in excess of 
their ability to manufacture new 
ones. Superfort bombardments of 
Tokyo continue. 

In China, the Japanese are re¬ 
newing their drive against the 
American air base at Chihkiang 
in western Hunan province.
